Strasbourg: Entirely Invested by the 
Prussians—Reported Weakness of the

Lonpon; Ang. 11.—A special dispatch from 
Carlsruhe to the London Glode announces that 
Strasbourg is invested on all sides by the Prus- 
sians, who hold the railway. Gen. BEYER, who 
commands the city, was summoned to surrender, 
and refused. It is said’ that the citadel is 
scantily provisioned, and the garrison consists 
of only one regiment of the line and the National 
Guard of the place. 

ANOTHER DISPATCH. 

The accounts representing that Strasbourg is 
still in communication with Nancy are untrue. 
Strasbourg has been}completelyjbesieged since 
Monday, and the gates are shut. Heavy artil- 
lery is now on the ‘way for the Prussians. A 
stout resistance is expected. 

THE OPERATIONS OF THE CROWN PRINCE. 

The Crown Prince of Prussia.is vigorously 
pushing McManon, and another ‘engagement is 
expected, It is believed that the object-of the 
Prussians is to get between Metz and Paris.

A Preclamation by the King of Prussia— 
War Against Soldicrs not Citizens, 

Lonpon, Aug. 11.—The King of Prussia 
has issued the following proclamation: 

We, Wiix1amM, King of Prussia, make known 
to all the mbabitants. of French territory 
eccupied by German forces, that the Emperor 
NAPOLEON, having by sea and land, attacked the 
German nation; eagcr to live in. peace with 
the French people, I have taken command of the 
German Armies to repel aggression, and by mili- 
tary events have been led to pass the French 
frontiers. We war against soldiers, not  citi- 
zens. ‘Therefore, the latter may ‘continue 
secure in person. and. property, 80, long a8 
they abstain from hostile acts, and ‘we grant 
them protection as a matter of mght: :, 

Generals commanding corps will decide what 
measures are necessary toward individual com- 
munities violating the usages of war. They will 
also regulate the requisitions necessary to sus- 
tam their troops, and fix the difference of ..ex- 
change between German and French currencies, 
in order to facilitate dealings between soldiers 
and citizens.

The French 
abandoned everything and fied, leaving benind 
them ‘their killed, wounded and prisoners, num- 
bering 20,000, out of 50,000‘engaged. ° The French 
held a strong position, but’ the Prussians fired 
With terrible precision, the.

Both mies fought desperately. Finally, the 
French gave way in a panic.”
